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CEGEPs cause 
crisis of identity 

McGill is currently undergoing a crisis of identity as it 
attempts to accommodate the CEGEP revolution within its 
own structures. 

It was this mood of uncertainty that permeated the 
Senate deliberations of Jan. 14 that saw both the creation of 
a Macdonald CEGEP and a significant change' in the ad- 
mission status of non-Quebec students. The arguments used 
in the debate were those of appeasement: play ball with 
Quebec and it will make sure that McGill's interests are 
well protected.

However It was fairly apparent that all the assurances 
given by the administration to skeptical faculty meant 
little as long as the Quebec Government.continuéd to be un- 
disputed champion of its one-team big league. 

The issues were relatively uncomplicated: next year 
there will be 2900 high school graduates, too many (or the 
available places in the province's existing CEGEP and 
College Equivalent programs. The Quebec Government, 
pleading lack of funds, has not made any move to begin

construction of a planned West Island English CEGEP, so 
it's up to McGill to save at least part of the day by using ex- 
cess space at Macdonald College to set up a one— generation, 
two-year program for some 700 students. 

The important question arises: is McGill playing direct- 
ly into the hands of Education Minister Jean-Guy Cardinal 
and his crew, thus sacrificing McGill's international status? 

The pressure the government has been putting on 
McGill to get in step with the other provincial universities 
to form a uniform post-secondary structure of two-year 
CEGEP's and three-year first degree programs has been 
directly related to McGill's need of funds for expansion. 

In March. 1969. Senate was asked by Vice-Principal 
(Academic) Michael Oliver to adopt a CEGEP transition 
program to extend for four years that would, in 1973. lead 
to the establishment of the five-year first degree program. 
Although the Faculty of Arts and Science had a few days 
earlier rejected such a proposal and had instead supported 
the traditional four-year first degree program, with 
the freshman year eventually being phased out as places 
became available in the government-operated CEGEPs. 
Seriate eventually committed itself to co-operating in a 
four-year transition period because it was given certain 
assurances by the government. 

These assurances were the establishment of Dawson 
College in 1969. thus showing the government's good in- 
tentions of setting up English-language CEGEP's and 
the fee level for the transitional College Equivalent 
program. In addition, the construction of the Peel St. 
Education Building was promised for 1970 and was consi- 
dered the main prize for McGill's co-operation. McGill 
was assured that it would still benefit from academic auton- 
omy and an equitable cost-sharing program. 

For those who still mistrusted government intentions. 
Vice-Principal Oliver had the clinching argument. The 
'government policy was that a university education was to be

SSU faces struggle 
for new government

A battle has begun between 
the Sociology Students' Union 
and the sociology faculty over 
the reorganization of the de- 
partment's government. 

Negotiations began yester- 
day between the two groups 
following last week's dis- 
solution by faculty of the stu- 
dent-faculty caucus which had 
been running the department 
for the past 16 months. 

David Solomon, Chairman of 
Sociology, suggested that an 
association similar to the 
Political Science Association 
may be agreeable to faculty. 
The PSA has one-third student 
representation with a voting 
system, whereas the caucus 
had a consensus system with 
student parity. . 

This suggestion was de- 
nounced by David Abbey and 
other student reps who char- 
ged that faculty "merely wants 
to use students as a rubber 
stamp instead of accepting 
them as responsible part- 
icipating members." 

Solomon reported a near- 
unanimous proposal (Mar- 



an • interim .committee to 
consider vital department 
business while the caucus 
was negotiating. 

Student reps were furious 
since the proposal called for 
a 4 man committee with only 
one student. Roger Rashi, BA 
4, charged that "the proposal 
is outrageous and it reveals 
that faculty is acting in bad 
failli." An open meeting of 
sociology students to consider 
all angles of the problem will 
probably be held Friday. 

In an attempt to keep the 
appointments process contin- 
uing, students fought to pre- 
sent the names of 4 candida- 
tes for consideration by faculty 
before the negotiations start- 
ed. 

William Westley, profes- 
sor of sociology, proposed the 
initiation of several small task 
forces to direct programs ap- 
proved by caucus as a method 
of running the department. He 
expressed fears of the des- 
truction of the department if 
students were granted equal' 
voting power in the new govern- 
ing structure since, he said.

The Bank as Nation 

Sir, 

This letter is a reply to Mr. 
Srebemik's article "The Na- 
■tion as Banl^' which appeared 
-in your issue of last "Tuesday, 
January 20. 

This >ï article about Smtzerland 
is misinfomied in many respects; 
the following points will hopefully 
restore some objectivity in this 
matter. 

1. Switzerland is not 'the rem- 
nant of an older feudal past. It is 
a genuine democracy \^ere the 
government resorts to the opi- 
nion of the citizens about every 
major issue, by means of referen- 
dum. Switzerland was not bom as 
a bank-countiy of Europe, nor 
was it required as a clearinghouse 
for financial transactions; it 
became a sovereign state in 1291, 
some Qve centuries before inter- 
national banking took shape in 
Europe, and it has remained un- 
divided since, by the will of its 
people, despite their disparities. 

2. The Swiss political system, far 
from being ahnost nonexistent, 
is essentiaUv similar to that in 
Canada: political parties flourish, 
the Cantons and the Federal Gov- 
ernment share power in a very 
similar way. Switzerland being 
a direct democracy, the political 



awareness and civic conscious- 
ness of the people are extremely 
high; the quality and objedinty 
of the press compare favourably 
with those of any country. 

3. The Swiss neutrality was not 
respected in world was II as a re- 
sult of its use by both sides. Nazi 
troops were indeed ready to 
invade Switzerland in September 
1943 when thc-AUied forces land- 
ed in Italy. The attack was called 
off when Hitler could be persuad- 
ed of the Swiss determination to 
blast the railway tunnels through 
the Alps before he could conquer 
them. 

4. Switzerland has never been 
taken over by money interests 
from the outside. Thecount'y's 
industry is almost entirely 
in the hands of Swiss companies 
and one of the best protected 
from foreign take-over. It produc- 
es maidy machineiy, chânicab, 
textiles and precision tools, and 
not ' merely dieese and watches. 
These products, plus 'services 
vrtdcb Switzerland owes to her 
geographical location. in Europe 
account for most of her economy. 

, The importance 'of banking and 
insurance is small. Land can no 
more be sold to foreigners. This 
is indeed different from "a type of 
colony" referred to in the article.

of the agreement on schedule, 
and so each year an Increas- 
ing number of students enter 
the university stream and a 
new crisis arises. 

McGill's proposed partial 
solution must rely heavily on 
government funds. Vice-Prin- 
cipal (Professional Affairs) 
Stanley Frost, in setting out 
the proposal for a Macdonald 
CEGEP, stated that, should the 
government consider such a 
program "in the public inter- 
est," then it would contribute 
80 percent of the average cost 
per CEGEP student towards 
the per student cost of running 
the Macdonald program. That 
prompted Arts and Science 
Vice Dean Robert Vogel to 
wonder out loud. "If the gov- 
ernment can pay us, why can't 
they pay for their own CE- 
iGEP?" 

The possibility of the gov- 
ernment not supporting the 
program has yet to be con- 
sidered. Allan C. McColl, Uni- 
versity Finance Director, 
° stated that the project is so 
new the University has not 
had time to assess the situa- 
tion or consider alternat] ves. 

"The financial arrangements 
would have to be negotiated 
with the province in the same 
fashion as the negotiations 
concerning the St. Joseph's 
Teachers College, which Mc- 
Gill will operate in 1970. Any 
extra out-of-pocket costs 
would have to be underwritten
